All Paris people are wondering 
over the following special sent from 
Paris to the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, regarding efforts to secure a 
pardon for George Alexander, serv- 
ing a sentence for wrecking the Geo. 
Alexander & Co. bank in this city: 
That is, they are wondering aS to 
,the identity of the women. 

"According to a rumor In circula- 
tion here, friends of George Alexan- 
der, convicted banker of Paris, will 
make an eltort in the near future to 
obtain a pardon for him from Gov. 
Black. 

"During Gov. Stanley's incum- 
bency of the office, numerous at- 
tempts were made by friends of Alex- 
ander, but their efforts were of no 
avail, and their persistency finally 
brought forth a card from the Gov- 
ernor, declaring that under no cir- 
cumstances wiuld he issue a pardon 
to Mr. Alexander. 

"In connecti<^ with this a story 
comes from Frankfort, which if 
true, throws some light upon Gov. 
StanlesTs reasons for refusing the 
pardon. 

"As the story is told here, a soci- 
ety w<Mnan of Lexington undertook 
the task of inducing the Governor to 
grant the pardon, and with that end 
in view made several trips to Frank- 
fort. 

"On each of the.se trips, it is said, 
she called on Mr. Alexa-nder and in 
her conversations with him boasted 
of the ease with which she would

with the pardon.' 

"Her conversations with Mr. Alex- 
ander, it is said, reached the ears of 
Gov.

That a negro placed under arrest 
j by the police of Atlanta, Georgia, is 
a murderer wanted here, is the belief 
of Chief of Police Link. A few days 
ago Chief Link received a message 
from. Asststanf Chief of Pcrtice Jett. 
of Atlanta, notlfsring him that they 
had arrested there a negro named 
William alias "Cap" Roberson, and 
would hold him for identification. 

The message described the man a.s 
being about five feet nine or ten 
inches high; weight about 155 to 
IGO pounds; brown-skinned with 
I raw-boned face; eyes set back in 
,head. The message further stated 
that it was believed he was the man 
wanted here for the killing of a ne- 
gro in Claysville several years ago. 
On going through the records of the 
police department Chief Idnk and 
Coroner Davis came to the oonclu- 
sion that the iqfLn was the one who 
shot and killed a negro named Thos. 
Collins, in Claysville, on the night 
of August 24. 1914. The negro was 
shot in the back, the bullet passing 
through his heart, causing death in- 
stantly. The murderer made his es- 
cape, and has never been apprehend- 
ed. Chief Link wired the Atlanta 
authorities to hold Robertson and to 
have his photo taken and forwarded 
here for identification purposes.

SOME HOPE YET. 

There .seems to be some hope yet. 
according to a Paris traveling man] 
who makes the blackberry and fruit 
counties in his territory, that some of 
the fruit escaped damage by the re- 
cent heavy froets end continued cold 
weather. He says that apples, black- 
berries and plums seem to have come 
out all rigbt. In returning from a 
trip Saturday he stated to a NEWS 
man that the blackberry bloom was 
heavier than h*- had seen it for years. 
Hundreds of arres of tobacco land 
have been planted in tobacco by 
farmers who kept on the job as long 
as the plants could be set.

We eat hospital rations, sleep in 
tents and have mattresseiB and steel 
spring cots, such as the camps in the 
U. 8. are equipped with. But for 
that much we have not had any fire 
tor some time and all my blankets 
saturated with water. 

You maV think there is a great 
deal of sickness over here in this 
damp climate, but about as bad as 
one ever gets is a slight cold that 
never gets any worse or any better. 

We have quite a mathematical job, 
that of separating the boys from 
their pets (cooties) and we have ac- 
quired quite a collection. 

There is not very much news now, 
especially among the "pill rollers" 
(medical corps) becauae we rarely 
ever go farther than the first wise 
joint, which is Just past the camp 
limits, and having a Special Duty 
Pass in my possession, can pass in 
or out past the guard at any hxmr^ 
day or night. 

I guess the boys will soon be com- 
ing home from every direction, be- 
cause from the number that are 
passing through here there must be 
a few Bourbon boys among amne of 
the thousands. 

I forgot to say that Horace Lay- 
ton, from Newtown, a well-known 
person among the dancing circles, is 
in the same tent with me, and when- 
ever I get lonesome or blue, I just 
get up an argument with him.

THE BOURBON NEWS: 

I have been receiving the paper 
quite regularly and am very thank- 
ful to you as well a.s the good mail 
serv ice we have in this Base Section 
No. 2. I saw a piece in the paper 
about Owen Gibson, and as I am sta- 
tioned here for aome time, would ap- 
preciate it very much if you would 
send me his addraaa* ao I can get in 
touch with hiM. 

We have had sailing orders twice, 
always they hare either not been 
signed or dated and finally they 
found a good permanent "position" 
for twenty of our company in the 
idelousing mill at Bordeaux Embarka- 
tion Camp, \\ here we have been sta- 
tioned since Feb. 4th. There is not 
very much work to do just now, but 
in the near future one half of a divi.s- 
ion is coming through here, and 
then we will have to be on our toes. 
We have only been running about 
6,000 men a week, but hare run as 
many as 3.300 through in a allele 
day. 

Pople keep crying about not get- 
ting the boys home. This is not ihe 
fault of the army by any means, be- 
cauae there are 12.000 men in this 
camp now, ready for embarkation, 
including several organizations of 
engineers. 

We have a large theatre here of 
a single floor, under the supervision 
of the Y. M. C. A., with a seating 
capacity of 6,000 men. We get all 
the amateur army plays in the A. E. 
F., such as "Let's Qo" "A Buck On 
Leave," and all such plays, which 
you have doubtless heard more of 
than I have. The Y. M. C. A.'s are 
dBobckg to begin' ihinaiiig wet can- 
taena inatead of the d^ onea in the 
itotnre. the Q. M. having taken over 
•n the dry canteens. ' It ia raining 
hare as usual, and I have gotten so 
■mhAl in the habit of wearing my 
raltf ooat. will soon be sleeping in it.

Mr. Walter Thomas, of North Mid- 
dletown, reeeWed the following letter 
from his nephew, Marion Thonia.«, 
who was a member of the Barrow 
Ra.^f' Ho.spital Unit No. 4 0. Mr. 
Tlunnas is now doing liospital duty 
in France. The letter follows: 
Camp Hospital No. 53, 

Section No. 6, 
Dear Uncle Walter: 

Thought I would drop you a few 
words this morning while I am 
waiting for some work to do. How 
is everything with you hy now? I 
gueae most of the hoys are hack home 
by now and North Mlddletown seems 
the same. 

Well. I g-ot away from England 
after all. But I didn't have such a 
bad time there. I really had a very 
good time. Mo.'^t of the people 
around wlieie we were treated u.- 
topping. And you alt^o know there 
were plenty of glrlf? there, too. And 
they seemed to like the American 
soldier right well. 

Twenty-seven of ub "Unit Forty" 
boys left Southamptcm on the good 
ship "Nirvana" at 8 p. m., on March 
1. We arrived at Le Havre, France, 
about 11:00 a. m. Sunday, (next 
day.) Then we left Le Havre about 
1:30 Sunday afternoon and reached 
Pari.s at nine o'clock Sunday night. 
There they gave us all passes read- 
ing from nine o'clock Sunday night 
till 1:30 Monday afternoon. So we 
got a chance to see a little of Paris. 

We left Pari.s at 2:30 Monday af- 
ternoon and arrived here at Mar- 
seilles at 11:00 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. We rested till next morn- 
ing. Then they called us up and 
gave us our jobs. They gave me 
guard duty. I remained on guard 
till last Wednesday, when they call- 
I ed me up and put me to work in 
I the sick and wounded office. So this 
is what I am doing now. However, 
I hope the time will t-oon come when 
I can leave off thi.'-- work and start 
for home. I haven't any idea when 
that time will come, but I am hoping 
it will come real soon. They haven't 
but about three hundred patients 
here in this hospital. So 1 hope they 
will soon evacuate and start for 
home. 

Well 1 hope the flu is better there 
by now. It must have b^en pretty 
bad over In* the States. I haven't 
heard of it much here in France, 
but there was a lot of it in England. 
The typhoid fever is pretty bad here. 
But I hope to see it get better here 
soon. There \% always .something 
the matter everywhere you go, so if 
you think you are getting out of a 
disease one place, when you go to 
another place they have a/ different 
disease. I guess it is just as to 
stay one place. 

Ha.'^ Leavitt Roberts eome home 
yet? I haven't heard of him for so 
long he must be dead. 1 don't guess 
Joe Jones has gotten home, elUier, as 
he is also in a good branch <A. the 
service to stay a while. 

WeU I guess I had hotter close 
this little missive, hut will write you 
another one soon. Tell everybody 
"hello" for me. Tell grandfather \ 
am writing to him to-day. Take 
care of yourself, and don't get mar- 
ried. I am.

SOLDIEBS TJJSCXD TO tSORtlllE 

GovEJunmrr msuKAiCE 

The Goremment is now conductlnir 
an actire campaign to urge and in- 
fluence the men who have been in the 
service to continue their Government 
insurance and for this purpose have 
stationed men in all the larger cities 
to give information and advice to the 
men. Ensign McNeff. U. S. N. R. F., 
is representing the War Risk Insur^. 
ance Bureau in Kentucky, with head- 
quarters at the Navy Rserultlng Sta- 
tion, Louisville, Ky. 

The Government is doing a won- 
derful work in offering this insur- 
ance to its lighting men and it is 
from no aeinsh uMttres. It is offer- 
ing it to the men in part payment 
for their serrloM whleh were render- 
ed during the war and the men 
should realize that it is a valuable 
right and privilege which o^nce 
thrown away can never be regained. 

During the war the men were 
given what is called Term Insurance, 
which they may carry for a period of 
five years after peace is declared with 
the privilege of converting, within 
that time, into six standard forms of 
policies, viz: Ordinary Life, 20 Year 
Payment Life, 30 Year Payment Life, 
20 Year Endowment, 30 Year En- 
dowment and Endowment maturing 
at ages of 62. The rates on these 
new policies are the cheapest that 
have ever been offered, for the reason 
that there Is no expense attached to 
it, all expenses being paid out of a 
separate fund and in addition to be- 
inpT low, the Government will pay 
dividends, which no doubt will be 
substantial, for the same reason. All j 
of the clauses of these policies are I 
tho most liberal that can be made and j 
for which no extra charge is made. | 
One feature in particular is the dis- j 
ability clause, which protects the 
men for the entire life of the policy, 
which in the case of an Ordinary 
Life or 20 or 30 year payment life, 
would be for the whole of life. The 
disability may occur at any age and 
if permanent the Government will 
waive premiums and pay the policy 
holder $5.75 for each thousand of 
insurance carried. 

The Government during the war 
had on its books some 4.500.000 men 
with a policy value of $38,000,000.- 
000, averaging $8,000 for each man. 
It is the hope that most of these men 
will retain a-nd it is a patriotic duty 
for all to see that our former fighting 
men continue this insurance.
